(AP) — Authorities searching 
the Minneapolis apartment 
where Amir Locke was killed 
by a SWAT team member 
said a no-knock search war- 
rant was necessary to protect 
the public and officers as 
they looked for guns, drugs 
and clothing worn by people 
suspected in a violent mur- 
der, according to documents 
made public Thursday. 


The applications for the search 
warrants executed at the apart- 
ment complex on Feb. 2 were re- 
leased after numerous requests. 
Although some names are re- 
dacted, Minneapolis police have 
said the 22-year-old Locke, who 
was Black, was not named in the 
warrants. Locke's 17-year-old 
cousin, Mekhi Camden Speed, 
was named and was arrested 
this week and charged with two 
counts of second-degree mur- 


der. 


In the search warrant applica- 
tions, St. Paul police Officer 
Daniel Zebro asked that offi- 
cers be allowed to conduct the 
search without knocking, and 
outside the hours of 7 a.m. and 
8 p.m., because the suspects be- 
ing sought in the Jan. 10 murder 
of Otis Elder had a history of 
violence. Zebro also noted that 
Elder was killed with a .223 cali- 
ber firearm, which he said could 
pierce body armor. 


“223 Caliber rifle rounds can 
penetrate police body armor,” 
Zebro wrote. “A no-knock war- 
rant enables officers to execute

the warrant more safely by al- 
lowing officers to make entry 
into the apartment without alert- 
ing the suspects inside. This will 
not only increase officer safety, 
but it will also decrease the risk 
for injuries to the suspects and 
other residents nearby.” 


Locke was killed seconds af- 
ter the SWAT team entered the 
apartment where his family said 
he was staying. Body camera 
video shows an officer using a 
key to unlock the door and enter, 
followed by at least four officers 
in uniform and protective vests, 
time-stamped at about 6:48 a.m. 
As they enter, they repeatedly 
shout, “Police, search warrant!” 
They also shout “Hands!” and 
“Get on the ground!” 


The video shows an officer kick- 
ing a sectional sofa, and Locke 
is seen wrapped in a comforter, 
holding a pistol. Three shots are 
heard and the video ends. 


Minneapolis police say Locke 
was shot after he pointed his gun 
in the direction of officers, but 
Locke's family has questioned 
that. 


Locke's death has sparked pro- 
tests and an immediate reex- 
amination of no-knock arrest 
warrants. Minneapolis Mayor 
Jacob Frey last week announced 
a moratorium on such warrants 
while the city brings in outside 
experts to study its policy. Some 
state lawmakers are pushing for a 
statewide ban except in rare cir- 
cumstances. 


The search warrants were car- 
ried out as part of an investiga- 
tion into Elder’s death. Elder, a 
38-year-old father, was found 
shot and laying in the street on 
Jan. 10 in what police believe 
was an apparent robbery. Drugs 
and money were found in El- 
der’s SUV, according to court 
documents. 


Palin calls New York Times de ‘Goliath’ in libel dispute 


(AP) — Former Alaska 
Gov. Sarah Palin told a jury 
Thursday she felt like she 
was at the mercy of a “Goli- 
ath” when she first learned a 
2017 New York Times edito- 
rial suggested her campaign 
rhetoric helped incite a mass 
shooting. 


Palin used her second day on 
witness stand to accuse the 
Times of deliberately fabricat- 
ing lies that hurt her reputation 
— the basis of a lawsuit accusing 
the newspaper of libel that has 
resulted in a trial in federal court 
in Manhattan. 


Palin sued the Times for un- 
specified damages in 2017, about 
a decade after she burst onto the 
national stage as the Republican 
vice-presidential nominee. She 
alleged the newspaper had dam- 
aged her career as a political com- 


\ 


mentator and consultant with 
the editorial about gun control 
published after U.S. Rep. Steve 
Scalise, a Louisiana Republican, 
was wounded when a man with 
a history of anti-GOP activity 
opened fire on a Congressional 
baseball team practice in Wash- 
ington. 


In the editorial, the Times wrote 
that before the 2011 mass shoot- 
ing in Arizona that severely 
wounded former U.S. Rep. 
Gabby Giffords and killed six 
others, Palin’s political action 
committee had contributed to an 
atmosphere of violence by circu- 
lating a map of electoral districts 
that put Giffords and 19 other 
Democrats under stylized cross- 
hairs. 


On Thursday, Palin said her view 
was, “The New York Times, 
the be all and end all, the loud 
voice in the media, had ... taken 
a knee-jerk reaction and tried to 
score political points, trying to 
politicize horrific violence.” 


A contrite Bennet testified 
Wednesday that he botched the 
edit - “I’ve regretted it pretty 
much every day since” - but 
meant no harm. 
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Saga of San Francisco’s school board heads to the ballot box 


(AP) - A seemingly endless 
amount of drama, name- 
calling, lawsuits and out- 
rage from parents and city 
officials made the saga 
of San Francisco’s school 
board a riveting pandemic 
sideshow that is about to 
play out at the ballot box. 


A special election on Tues- 
day will decide the fate of 
three school board members, 
all Democrats, in a vote that 
has divided the famously lib- 
eral city. It has also motivated 
many Chinese residents to 
vote for the first time, driven 
by controversial school board 
decisions and a batch of un- 
earthed anti-Asian tweets. 


The parents who launched 
the recall effort say it was 
born of frustration at the 
board’s misplaced priorities, 
mishandling of a budget cri- 
sis and failure to focus on the 
fundamental task of reopen- 
ing public schools during the 
pandemic. Most of San Fran- 
cisco’s 50,000 public school 
students did not see the in- 
side of a classroom for over a 
year, from March 2020 until 
August 2021. 


Opponents call the recall 
a waste of taxpayer money 
and a right-wing attack on 
liberal San Francisco that is 
part of a national movement 
to oust progressives from 
power. Both sides agree that 
San Francisco’s school board 
and the city itself became the 
focus of an embarrassing na- 
tional spotlight. 

Organizers say they would re- 
call all seven board members 
if they could, but only three 
have served long enough to 
face a challenge: Board Presi- 
dent Gabriela Lopez and two 
commissioners, Alison Col- 
lins and Faauuga Moliga. 


One of the first issues to grab 


national attention was the 
board’s decision to rename 
44 of the city’s public schools 
they said honored public fig- 
ures linked to racism, sexism 
and other injustices. On the 
list were names like George 
Washington, Abraham Lin- 
coln and trailblazing Califor- 
nia Sen. Dianne Feinstein. 


The renaming effort drew 
swift criticism for some of its 
targets, but also for its timing 
in January 2021, when public 
classrooms were closed be- 
cause of COVID-19 restric- 
tions. Angry parents asked 
why the board was focused 
on changing school names 
rather than getting children 


back into classrooms. The 
effort was also riddled with 
historical inaccuracies and 
shoddy research that drew 
criticisms of political correct- 
ness gone awry. 

Then the board announced 
it was ending merit-based 
admissions at the city’s elite 
Lowell High School as part of 
a broader push for equity and 
inclusion. It cited “pervasive 
systemic racism” and a lack 
of diversity at Lowell, one of 
the country’s top public high 
schools, where the majority 
of students are Asian. 

The vote blindsided the 
community, and a court ulti- 
mately reversed the decision, 
finding in favor of a Lowell 
alumni group that sued the 
board. The group argued the 
board failed to place the vote 
on its agenda, violating Cali- 
fornia’s open meetings law. 


Hsu and other parents formed 
a group called the Chinese/ 
API Voter Outreach Task- 
force in December, which she 
calls “the Chinese arm of the 
recall group.” Holding voter 
drives and spreading word in 
San Francisco’s Chinese-lan- 
guage newspapers, the group 
helped register over 560 new 


voters. San Francisco’s soar- 
ing cost of living has pushed 
out families for years, leaving 
the city with the lowest share 
of children under 18 — just 
13% — of America’s 100 
most populous cities, accord- 
ing to 2020 US Census data. 
That made school board elec- 
tions a low priority for most 
voters. 


Collins has faced more criti- 
cism than her two colleagues, 
after recall organizers dug up 
2016 tweets in which she said 
Asian Americans used “white 
supremacist” thinking to get 
ahead and were racist toward 
Black students, prompting 
her school board colleagues 
to strip Collins of her role as 
vice president. 


Collins says she is proud of 
trying to bring more diversity 
to Lowell, which dropped 
its admissions test for the 
incoming class of fall 2021 
before the decision was over- 
turned in court. The num- 
bers of Hispanic and Black 
students increased this year 
when the change was in 
place, while the numbers of 
Asian and white students de- 
creased. 


US inflation highest in 40 years, with no oy in sight 


(AP) — Inflation soared 
over the past year at its 
highest rate in four de- 
cades, hammering Ameri- 
can consumers, wiping out 
pay raises and reinforc- 
ing the Federal Reserve’s 
decision to begin raising 
borrowing rates across the 
economy. 


The Labor Department 
said Thursday that con- 
sumer prices jumped 7.5% 
last month compared with 
a year earlier, the steepest 
year-over-year increase since 
February 1982. The accelera- 
tion of prices ranged across 
the economy, from food and 
furniture to apartment rents, 
airline fares and electricity. 


When measured from De- 
cember to January, inflation 
was 0.6%, the same as the 
previous month and more 
than economists had expect- 
ed. Prices rose 0.7% from 
October to November and 
0.9% from September to Oc- 
tober. 


Shortages of supplies and 
workers, heavy doses of fed- 
eral aid, ultra-low interest 
rates and robust consumer 


spending combined to send 
inflation leaping in the past 
year. And there are few signs 
that it will slow significantly 
anytime soon. 


Wages are rising at the fast- 
est pace in at least 20 years, 
which can pressure compa- 
nies to raise prices to cover 
higher labor costs. Ports 
and warehouses are over- 
whelmed, with hundreds of 
workers at the ports of Los 
Angeles and Long Beach, the 
nation’s busiest, out sick last 
month. Many products and 
parts remain in short supply 
as a result. 


Prices for a broad range of 
goods and services accel- 
erated from December to 
January — and not just for 
items directly affected by the 
pandemic. Apartment rental 
costs rose 0.5% in January, 
the fastest pace in 20 years. 
Electricity prices surged 4.2% 
in January alone, the sharp- 
est rise in 15 years, and are 
up 10.7% from a year ear- 
lier. Last month, household 
furniture and supplies rose 
1.6%, the largest one-month 
increase on records dating to 


1967. 


Food costs, driven by pric- 
ier eggs, cereal and dairy 
products, increased 0.9% in 
January. Air fares rose 2.3%. 
New car prices, which have 
jumped during the pandemic 
because of a shortage of com- 
puter chips, were unchanged 
last month but are up 12.2% 
from a year ago. The surge in 
new-car prices has, in turn, 
accelerated used-car prices; 
they rose 1.5% in January and 
are up a dizzying 41% from a 
year ago. 


“Just as price pressures in 
some areas ease, inflation in 
other parts of the economy” 
is picking up, said Sarah 
House, an economist at Wells 
Fargo. “The upshot is that in- 
flation is likely to remain un- 
comfortably high.” 


The steady rise in prices has 
left many Americans less able 
to afford food, gas, rent, child 
care and other necessities. 
More broadly, inflation has 
emerged as the biggest risk 
factor for the economy and as 
a serious threat to President 
Joe Biden and congressional 
Democrats as midterm elec- 
tions loom later this year. 


Among the Americans who 
are struggling with pricier 
food and gas is Courtney 
Luckey, who has changed her 
shopping habits and taken 
on additional work shifts at 
a grocery store in Charlotte, 
North Carolina, where she 
lives. 


Luckey, 33, used to be able 
to fill up a grocery cart for 
$100. Now, she said, $100 
barely fills half the cart. To- 
matoes have reached nearly 
$5 a pound, “which I think 
is ridiculous.” Luckey has 
switched to canned tomatoes 
and has begun using coupons 


for Family Dollar and Food 
Lion. 


To help pay bills, she’s also 
picked up more hours at a 
Harris Teeter grocery store. 
But the store is 30 minutes 
from her house, so she’s had 
to spend more on gas. 


All her forced additional 
spending has caused Luckey 
to pull back on the family ac- 
tivities, such as bowling, with 
her daughter, her brother and 
his two sons. Those outings 
now typically happen once 
a month, rather than every 
week or two. 
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Congress approves sex harassment bill in #MeToo milestone 


(AP) Congress on 
Thursday gave final ap- 
proval to legislation guar- 
anteeing that people who 
experience sexual harass- 
ment at work can seek 
recourse in the courts, a 
milestone for the #MeToo 
movement that prompted 
a national reckoning on 
the way sexual miscon- 
duct claims are handled. 


The measure, which is ex- 
pected to be signed by Presi- 
dent Joe Biden, bars employ- 
ment contracts from forcing 
people to settle sexual assault 
or harassment cases through 
arbitration rather than in 
court, a process that often 
benefits employers and keeps 
misconduct allegations from 
becoming public. 


Significantly, the bill is ret- 
roactive, nullifying that lan- 
guage in contracts nation- 
wide and opening the door 
for people who had been 
bound by it to take legal ac- 
tion. 


Sen. Kirsten Gillibrand, who 
has spearheaded the effort, 
called it “one of the most sig- 
nificant workplace reforms in 
American history.” 


Gillibrand, D-N.Y., said the 
arbitration process is secre- 
tive and biased and denies 
people a basic constitutional 
right: a day in court. 


“No longer will survivors of 
sexual assault or harassment 


in the workplace come for- 
ward and be told that they are 
legally forbidden to sue their 


employer because some- 
where in buried their em- 
ployment contracts was this 
forced arbitration clause,” 


she said. 
Gillibrand, who has focused 


on combating sexual harass- 
ment and sexual misconduct 
in the military, originally in- 
troduced the legislation in 
2017 with Sen. Lindsey Gra- 
ham, R-S.C. 


The legislation had uncom- 
monly broad, bipartisan 
support in a divided Con- 
gress. That allowed the bill 
to be passed in the Senate 
by unanimous consent — a 
procedure almost never used 
for significant legislation, es- 
pecially one affecting tens of 
millions of Americans. The 
House passed the bill this 
week on a robust bipartisan 
basis in a 335- 97 vote. 


Former Fox News anchor 
Gretchen Carlson, who ac- 
cused the now-deceased net- 
work CEO Roger Ailes of 
making unwanted advances 
and harming her career when 
she rejected him, testified 
in support of the legislation. 
Some employee contracts at 
the network included bind- 
ing arbitration clauses. 


Carlson, who appeared with 
Gillibrand and other senators 
at a news conference after 
Senate passage of the bill, said 
she could never have imag- 
ined, after coming forward 
with her allegations five years 
ago, that it would lead to a 
change in the law that both 
Democrats and Republicans 
would get behind. 


“Marching in the streets can 
inspire us. Editorials can 
open our minds. Hashtags 
can galvanize, but legislation 
is the only thing that lasts,” 


Carlson said. An estimated 
60 million American workers 
have clauses tucked into their 
employment contracts forc- 
ing them to settle any allega- 
tions of sexual misconduct in 
private arbitration proceed- 
ings, rather than in court. 
The widespread practice has 
come under fire in the wake 
of the #MeToo movement 
for forcing employees to seek 
recourse without a jury, a 
chance to appeal a decision or 
the sunlight of a public court 
process. 


“If you could ever say any 
legislation was long overdue, 
this is it,” said Senate Major- 
ity Leader Chuck Schumer, 
D-NY. He called it “almost 
medieval” to force victims 
of harassment and assault 
“to shut up, not tell anyone 
about it and not seek justice.” 


The secretive nature of 
binding arbitration protects 
companies and perpetrators, 
critics contend, and allows 
corporations to avoid chang- 
ing any policies or removing 
serial abusers. 


The clauses barring lawsuits 
are not just limited to em- 
ployment contracts but have 
been found in other service 
agreements, preventing those 
who were sexually assaulted 
at nursing homes or mas- 
sage parlors from taking their 
claims to court. 


Defenders of the arbitra- 
tion process, including busi- 


ness groups, have contended 
it is a faster and less costly 
way to resolve disputes than 
through lengthy courtroom 
proceedings. Graham said on 
the Senate floor that it does 
not harm businesses to en- 
sure people who are harassed 
at work are treated fairly. 


“This is not bad for business. 
This is good for America,” he 
said. 


Many workers don’t realize 
they’re bound by forced ar- 
bitration rules and how the 
process can disproportion- 
ately benefit employers, with 
companies typically paying 
out smaller sums to settle 
claims, Gillibrand said. 


In a sign of the power of the 
#MeToo movement and 
wide-ranging support behind 
the change, the legislation’s 
co-sponsors included sena- 
tors who are ideologically 
polar opposites, such as New 
Jersey Democrat Cory Book- 
er and Missouri Republican 
Josh Hawley. 


Graham said at the news 
conference that things can be 
“pretty screwed up” in Wash- 
ington but the legislation 
signals “that there’s some 
hope, as long as we listen to 
each other and try to make 
life better where we can find 
common ground.” 


The White House released a 
statement earlier this month 
in support of the bill.

The Republican rift over a 
symbolic RNC vote to cen- 
sure Trumps two GOP 
House critics has exposed in 
stark contrast the competing 
forces fighting to control the 
party. The sudden burst of

infighting shattered a period 
of relative Republican peace 
just as party leaders insist 
they need to come together 
to defeat Democrats in the 
looming midterms. 


But this week, at least, Re- 
publican unity is hard to find. 


To drive home his point, 
Trump issued another state- 
ment later in the day saying 
McConnell’s position is “so 
against what Republicans are 
about.” 


At issue were McConnell’s 
comments a day earlier in 
which he criticized the RNC 
for censuring Reps. Liz 
Cheney of Wyoming and 
Adam Kinzinger of Illinois at 
the party’s winter meeting in 


Salt Lake City. The two Re- 


publicans sit on a Democrat- 
led House committee that 
is aggressively investigating 
the violent Jan. 6 siege at the 
U.S. Capitol and has sub- 
poenaed many in the former 
president's inner circle. 


The RNC resolution ac- 
cused the House panel of 
leading a “persecution of or- 
dinary citizens engaged in le- 
gitimate political discourse” 
— words that drew outrage 
from Democrats and firm 
pushback from several GOP 


senators. 


The fight has quickly 
emerged as a proxy for the 
larger political tug-of-war be- 
tween Trump and the party's 
establishment wing. While 
Trump's allies believe there 
should be no limits in their 


loyalty to the former presi- 
dent, McConnell and other 
establishment leaders believe 
there is a line Republicans 
should not cross. 


McConnell, for example, has 
refused to amplify Trump's 
baseless claims of voter fraud, 
even as polls suggest a vast 
majority of the Republican 
electorate wrongly believes 
that Biden did not legiti- 
mately win the 2020 election. 


The Senate Republican 
leader said he opposed the 
RNC’s vote to censure Kinz- 
inger and Cheney, who are 
Trump’s fiercest Republican 
critics in Congress, because 
the committee was “sin- 
gling out members of our 
party who may have different 
views than the majority.” 


(AP) —Entrepreneur Elon 
Musk is helping reconnect 
Tonga to the internet after 
a volcanic eruption and 
tsunami cut off the South 
Pacific nation more than 
three weeks ago, accord- 
ing to officials, while re- 
pairs on an undersea cable 
are proving more difficult 
than first thought. 


The tsunami severed the sole 
fiber-optic cable that con- 
nects Tonga to the rest of 
the world and most people 
remain without reliable con- 
nections. 


Three people were con- 
firmed killed in the Jan. 15 
eruption of the massive un- 
dersea volcano and the re- 
sulting tsunami, and several 
small settlements in outly- 
ing islands were wiped out 
and a thick layer of volcanic 
ash that blanketed the main 
island tainted much of the 
drinking water. 


Tonga had avoided the CO- 
VID-19 pandemic for more 
than two years, but it is now 
in the midst of an outbreak 
with new infections grow- 
ing rapidly after the virus 
was apparently brought in by 
foreign military crews aboard 
ships and planes delivering 
critical aid after the volcanic 
eruption. 


With many displaced people 
in the aftermath of the erup- 
tion, an already fragile health 
care system and the isolation 
of the islands, the outbreak 
is a particular cause for con- 
cern, said Katie Greenwood, 
the head of delegation in the 
Pacific for the International 
Red Cross. 


“Resourcing community 
health and primary health fa- 
cilities, especially in remote 
locations, is extremely chal- 
lenging,” she told The Asso- 
ciated Press. “COVID most 
certainly presents a threat 
to these systems and to vul- 
nerable people who may not 
access the level of care re- 
quired.” 


Many ‘Tongans are now in 
lockdown with their com- 
munications severely re- 
stricted due to the severed 
undersea cable. 


But with Musk's involve- 
ment, there was hope that 
better connectivity would be 
restored soon. 


A top official in neighboring 
Fiji tweeted that a team from 
Musk's SpaceX company was 
in Fiji establishing a station 
that would help reconnect 
Tonga through SpaceX satel- 
lites. 


SpaceX runs a network of 
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Musk helping restore Tongan internet; virus outbreak growing 


nearly 2,000 low-orbit satel- 
lites called Starlink, which 
provides internet service to 
remote places around the 
world. 


Fiji Attorney-General Ai- 
yaz Sayed-Khaiyum tweeted 
about the SpaceX work, say- 
ing the volcano’s shockwave 
had “shattered Tonga’s inter- 
net connection, adding days 
of gut-wrenching uncertain- 
ty to disaster assessments.” 


A spokeswoman for Sayed- 
Khaiyum said Wednesday 
she was waiting for more in- 
formation about the Starlink 
project before providing fur- 
ther details. SpaceX did not 
respond to requests for com- 
ment. 


Musk had earlier shown in- 
terest in Tonga’s plight. Less 
than a week after the erup- 
tion, he asked on Twitter: 
“Could people from Tonga 
let us know if it is important 
for SpaceX to send over Star- 
link terminals?” 


New Zealand politician Dr. 
Shane Reti wrote to Musk 
asking him to help provide a 
Starlink connection. After the 
reports from Fiji emerged, 
Reti tweeted: “Very pleased. 
Elon Musk providing satel- 
lite to Tonga.” 


Meanwhile Samiuela Fonua,

the chairperson at Tonga 
Cable Ltd., the state-owned 
company that owns the cru- 
cial undersea cable, told the 
AP that repairs to the cable 
might not be completed until 
the end of next week. 


Fonua said the good news 
was that the crew aboard the 
repair ship CS Reliance had 
managed to locate both ends 
of the damaged cable. The 
bad news, he said, was the 
damage was extensive and his 
company didn’t have enough 
cable aboard the ship to re- 
place a mangled section of 
more than 80 kilometers (50 
miles). 


Fonua said there was extra 
cable aboard the Reliance 
that was owned by other 
companies, and Tonga Cable 
was hoping to secure agree- 
ments with those companies 
to use it. 


A U.N. team has provided 
small satellites and other tele- 
communications support to 
boost connectivity and com- 
munications, said spokesper- 
son Stephane Dujarric, and 
more equipment was on the 
way. 


Dujarric said that UNICEF 
had sent 15,000 rapid test kits 
and that the World Health 
Organization was sending 
5,000 PCR tests to help with 
the outbreak. 


The outbreak started after 
two ‘Tongan dockworkers 
tested positive for the virus 
last week. Despite efforts to 
stop the virus from spreading, 
the number of cases has been 
growing and Prime Minister 
Siaosi Sovaleni said Wednes- 
day that infections more than 
doubled overnight, with 19 
new cases. 


Truckers’ bridge blockade forces shutdowns at auto plants 
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(AP) — The truck block- 
ade by Canadians pro- 
testing the country’s 
COVID-19 restrictions is 
tightening the screws on 
the auto industry, forcing 
Ford, General Motors and 
other car companies to 
shut down plants or oth- 
erwise scale back produc- 
tion on both sides of the 
U.S. border.

proclaimed Freedom Con- 
voy entered its fourth day 
Thursday at the Ambassador 
Bridge connecting Windsor, 
Ontario, to Detroit, disrupt- 
ing the flow of auto parts and 
other products between the 
two countries. 


Meanwhile, the U.S. braced 
for the possibility of simi- 
lar truck-borne protests in- 
spired by the Canadians, and 


authorities in Paris and Bel- 
gium banned road blockades 
to head off disruptions there, 
too. 


The U.S. Department of 
Homeland Security said in a 
bulletin to local and state law 
enforcement agencies that 
it has received reports that 
truckers are planning to “po- 
tentially block roads in major 
metropolitan cities” in a pro- 
test against vaccine mandates 
and other issues. 


The agency said the con- 
voy could begin in South- 
ern California as early as this 
weekend, possibly disrupt- 
ing traffic around the Super 
Bowl, and reach Washington 
in March in time for the State 
of the Union, according to a 
copy of Tuesday’s bulletin 
obtained by The Associated 
Press. It said that the protest 
could be disruptive and tie 
up traffic but that there have 
been no calls for violence. 


The ban on road blockades 
in Europe and the threat of 
prison and heavy fines were 
likewise prompted by online 
chat groups that have been 
calling on drivers to converge 
on Paris starting Friday night 
and to continue on to Brus- 
sels on Monday. 


The Ambassador Bridge is 
the busiest U.S.-Canadian 
border crossing, carrying 
25% of all trade between the 
two countries, and the effects 
of the blockade there were 
felt rapidly. 


Ford said its Windsor, On- 
tario, engine plant reopened 
Thursday after being shut 
down on Wednesday because 
of a lack of parts. But the 
factory and the company’s 
assembly plant in Oakville, 
Ontario, near Toronto, were 
operating at reduced capacity, 
the automaker said. 


On the U.S. side, GM can- 
celed the second shift on 


Wednesday and the first shift 
on Thursday at its SUV fac- 
tory outside Lansing, Michi- 
gan. 


Toyota said it will not be able 
to manufacture anything at 
three Canadian plants for 
the rest of the week because 
of parts shortages. Honda 
reported that its plant in Al- 
liston, Ontario, north of To- 
ronto, had to suspend pro- 
duction on one assembly line 
on Wednesday, but that it was 
back in operation Thursday. 


Stellantis, formerly Fiat 
Chrysler, said it was forced 
it to shorten shifts at several 
plants. 


Michigan Gov. Gretchen 
Whitmer urged Canadian 
authorities to quickly resolve 
the standoff at the bridge. 


“It’s hitting paychecks and 
production lines. That is 
unacceptable,” she said in a 
statement. 
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Survivors of acid attacks in Mexico unite to push for change 


a 

(AP) — Elisa Xolalpa has had 
three daughters and found a job 
she enjoys since a former boy- 
friend tried to destroy her life by 
tossing acid on her when she was 
18. Two decades later, she is still 
seeking justice. 


Survivors of acid attacks like Xolalpa 
are banding together and raising their 
voices in Mexico despite the coun- 
try’s high rates of violence, which 
often targets women, and staggering 
levels of impunity. 


Earlier this year, the Carmen Sánchez 
Foundation formed here to provide 
support and lobby for legal reforms 
for survivors of acid attacks. It has 
registered 29 such attacks so far, five 
already in 2021, but believes that is 
only a fraction of the real number. 


Survivors want the attacks classified as 
attempted femicide, aid with the in- 
numerable surgeries that follow and 
psychological support. They want to 
be seen even though their faces hurt. 
“Mom, what is acid?” 9-year-old 
Daniela asked Xolalpa one day. For a 
moment Xolalpa was silent. Then she 
told her daughter that it was a liquid 
they used in the greenhouse that is 
dangerous. Another day Daniela left 
school in tears. “Some kids told me 


you're ugly, Mom, and it’s not true,” 
Xolalpa said her daughter told her. 


Xolalpa has a sweet gaze. She enjoys 
growing flowers in the chinampas — 
fertile islands interlaced by canals in 
the capital's Xochimilco borough — 
like her ancestors did. She recognizes 
that one day she will have to explain 
to her three daughters, product of 
another relationship, the attack that 
changed her life and for a time left 
her wanting to die. 


These days she is focused on prepar- 
ing herself mentally for a new court 
hearing for her attacker, who was 
finally arrested in February. She has 
made three complaints to authorities 
and suffered constant threats from 
him. For now he only faces a domes- 
tic violence charge, but Xolalpa hopes 
that will hold him long enough to 
pursue an attempted femicide charge. 
Her attacker’s lawyer has been dis- 
missive. “He says I’m alright because 
I was able to have a family,” she said 
indignantly. She entered the rela- 
tionship with the father of her three 
daughters “to feel that I could please 
someone despite the scars,” Xolapa 
said. “It was a mistake, I’m still dam- 
aged.” 


Dousing someone in acid means 


wanting to dissolve a person physi- 
cally and psychologically. It is always 
premeditated, according to the Unit- 
ed Nations. 


In Xolalpa’s case, she was tied to a 
post. The acid dissolved the ropes, 
but also her clothes and her body as 


she ran half-naked for help. She has 
had 40 surgeries to repair her body. 


Carmen Sánchez, who started the 
foundation that bears her name, was 
eating breakfast with her mother and 
sisters at home in 2014 when her 
partner entered and threw acid on 
her face. He fled with a driver who 
was waiting outside as Sánchez's 
chin melted to her chest and her cell 
phone dissolved in her hand. 


It took years before Sánchez turned 
to activism. 


Sánchez made it clear to the lawmak- 
ers that women like her face not only 
violence from their aggressors, but 
also the “indifference and impunity 
of the state, revictimization by the 
media and social and labor exclusion 
and discrimination.” 


There are children and men among 
the victims of acid attacks, but 80% 
are women, according to The Acid 
Survivors Trust International (ASTI). 


They are usually attacked by partners 
or former partners or people paid by 
them out of jealousy or revenge, ac- 
cording to U.N. Women, the United 
Nations’ gender equality entity. 


ASTI documents about 1,500 acid at- 
tacks per year, but says the real num- 
ber could be higher. 


Acid attacks aren't limited to any par- 
ticular part of the world, certain reli- 
gions or cultures, but rather to con- 
servative institutions and “the deep 
economic and social inequalities of 


gender that exist,” said Jaf Shah, the 


organization's director. 


Sayuri Herrera, Mexico City’s spe- 
cial prosecutor for femicides, said 
that more acid attacks are being reg- 
istered in Mexico. Her office is cur- 
rently reviewing older cases that were 
originally classified as serious injuries 
to see if they can be reclassified as at- 
tempted femicide like Xolalpa's. 


Only two of Mexico's 32 states have 
classified acid attacks on women as 
attempted femicide. Violence against 
women in Mexico extends far beyond 
acid attacks making it more difficult 
to gain attention. 


In the first half of the year, 1,879 
women were murdered in Mexico 
and ore than 33,000 injured, accord- 
ing to federal government data. More 
than 10,000 rapes were reported and 
nearly 24,000 cases of domestic vio- 
lence. 


“They consider us their property and 
act under the reasoning that ‘if you're 
not going to be mine, you’re not go- 
ing to be anyone's,”” Herrera said. 


Ximena Canseco, a co-founder of 
the Carmen Sánchez Foundation, 
recalled one day, July 29, when they 
learned of a survivor from an attack 
30 years ago and they found a message 
asking for help on Facebook from the 
mother of a girl who had just had 
acid tossed on her from someone on 
a passing motorcycle. That same day, 
Canseco learned a 30-year-old wom- 
an who had recently shared her story 
had died of COVID-19. 


Xolalpa said we can’t allow the vio- 
lence to be normalized and that's 
a message she wants to teach her 
daughters. 


“I have to turn this pain into some- 
thing else,” she said. For now, that 
means demanding justice and not be- 
ing silent. 


Adrift after enslavemen 


(AP) — Roza Barakat’s 
tormentors have been de- 
feated, but the horrors she 
endured still hold her cap- 
tive. 


She was 11 years old when 
she was captured and en- 
slaved by the Islamic State 
group, along with thousands 
of other Yazidi women and 
girls taken when the militants 
overran northern Iraq in their 
brutal 2014 campaign. 


Torn from her family in the 
town of Sinjar, the enclave of 
the ancient religious Yazidi 
minority, she was taken to 
Syria, sold multiple times and 
repeatedly raped. She bore a 
child, a boy she has since lost. 


Now, at 18, she speaks little 
of her native Kurdish dialect, 
Kurmanji. 


With the defeat of IS in 2019, 
Barakat slipped into the shad- 
ows, opting to hide in the tur- 
moil that followed the worst 
of the battles. As IS fighters 
were arrested, their wives 
and children were packed 
into detention camps. Bara- 
kat was free, but she couldn't 
go home. 


“I don't know how Pll face 
my community,” she told 
The Associated Press, speak- 
ing in Arabic, as she nervous- 
ly played with the ends of her 
long dark braid, the red pol- 
ish on her dainty fingers fad- 


mg. 


For years, her IS captors told 
her she would never be ac- 
cepted if she returned. “I be- 
lieved them,” she said. 


Barakat's tale, corroborated 
by Yazidi and Syrian Kurdish 
officials, is a window into the 
complicated realities faced 
by many Yazidi women who 
came of age under the bru- 
tal rule of IS. Traumatized 
and lost, many struggle to 
come to terms with the past, 
while the Yazidi community 
is at odds over how to accept 
them.

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Chen's near-perfect skate wins long-sought Olympic gold 


(AP) — Nathan Chen remembers 
making the long drive with his 
mother from his home in Utah 
to Rafael Arutyunyan's training 
base in Southern California. He 
had started out in figure skating 
just a few years earlier, using his 
sister’s skates and sleeping in the 
car to follow his Olympic dreams. 


Ten years later, Chen sat alongside 
Arutyunyan as his scores were read 
and that dream realized. 


With a nearly perfect free skate on the 
heels of a record-setting short pro- 
gram, the 22-year-old Yale student 
walked away with the gold medal at 
the Beijing Games on Thursday. He 
became the first American figure 
skating champion since Evan Lysacek 
in 2010 and capped one of the most 
dominant four-year runs in the his- 
tory of the sport. 


“My mom and I grew up quite poor. 
We really didn’t have much money,” 
Chen said. “She would just scrap to- 
gether some dollars to try to pay Raf, 
and Raf obviously knew about the 
situation and thanks to the kindness 
of his heart, was able to just contin- 
ue taking me in, and taking as much 
money as we could provide him.” 


Arutyunyan would try to give the 
money back sometimes, Chen said, 
“but I would always try to stick it in 
his pocket.” 


On Thursday, Chen was able to give 
his old coach something priceless. 


“Pm happy. Just emotional,” Arutyu- 
nyan said. “He made it.” 


Inside historic Capital Indoor Sta- 
dium in China, the nation both his 
parents immigrated from, Chen 
landed all five of his quads during 


his “Rocketman” program set to the 
soaring film score by Elton John. The 
statistics and data science major fin- 
ished with an insurmountable total of 
332.60 points, just three off his own 
world record and 22 points ahead of 
his closest competition. Yuma Kagi- 
yama and Shoma Uno of Japan took 
silver and bronze. 


Chen also firmly put in the past any 
lingering memories of his brutal dis- 
appointment four years ago in Py- 
eongchang, when not even a monu- 
mental free skate could rescue his 
medal hopes after a disastrous short 
program. 


“It means the world,” he said. “I’m 
just so happy.” 


This gold medal might not be the last 
Chen takes home, either. 


The Americans, who earned silver 
behind the Russians in the team event 
Monday, were awaiting confirmation 
from the IOC and International Skat- 
ing Union that “legal issues” holding 
up the medal ceremony were related 
to reports of doping linked to their 
biggest star, Kamila Valieva. That 
could ultimately elevate the U.S. to 
the gold medal, a second for Chen. 


“I mean, I don’t really feel like I’m the 
most qualified person to talk about 
it,” Chen said. “Whatever ends up be- 
ing the case will be the case, but Pm 
still wrapped up in what I was able to 
do today.” 


The Salt Lake City native did his part 
for the American team with a win- 
ning short program last Friday. Vin- 
cent Zhou, who was forced to with- 
draw from the individual event due 
to a positive COVID-19 test, would 
also earn a gold medal for the U.S. 
because he performed his free skate 


on Sunday. 


The suave, down-to-earth Chen and 
his Japanese rivals separated them- 
selves from the field during their 
short programs, when Chen shat- 
tered the world record with a flawless 
performance to “La Boheme.” When 
they took to the ice for the free skate, 
Kagiyama and Uno made just enough 
mistakes to clear the way for Chen’s 
coronation. 


Performing to “Bolero,” one of the 
most popular musical selections of 
the Beijing Games, Uno under-rotat- 
ed a quad salchow and quad toe loop, 
then was dinged for his combination 
spin late in the program to finish with 
293 points. 


Then it was the 18-year-old Kagi- 
yama, performing to music from the 
film “Gladiator,” who popped his tri- 
ple toe loop and triple salchow. It was 
still enough to score 310.05 points 
and earn a fist pump in the kiss-and- 
cry area, but not enough to add any 
pressure on Chen, who was calmly 


skating across the placid ice as Kagi- 
yama's score was read. 


With a socially distanced crowd 
watching Thursday afternoon in 
Beijing, and millions back home on 
late-night TV, Chen soared through 
his opening quad salchow. He landed 
four more effortless quads, his only 
slight bobble coming on a late com- 
bination sequence, and couldn’t wipe 
the grin from his face as he seemingly 
reached for the sky. 


The lyrics to “Rocketman” that played 
through the old home of ping-pong 
diplomacy — “And I think it’s gonna 
be a long, long time, ’til touchdown 
brings me ’round again” — seemed 
altogether fitting for the moment. 


Chen basked in the spotlight in the 
middle of the ice, then headed off to 
hear his scores, which by that point 
were a mere formality. Once they 
were read, Chen’s longtime coach 
raised his arm like a triumphant box- 
er. 


Injured Robert Woods still chasing a championship with Rams 


(AP) When Robert 
Woods walked down onto 
the SoFi Stadium field last 
month to congratulate 


the Los Angeles Rams on 
winning the NFC cham- 
pionship, nobody wanted 


to talk football with him 
amid the confetti and cel- 
ebration. 


Instead, the injured receiver 
had one emotional moment 
after another with teammates 


and friends who would nev- 
er allow Woods to go alone 
through the past three tough 
months, which also included 
the unexpected death of his 
father. 


“They were all just, ‘Come 
here, Ro, we’re not wor- 
ried about all that,” Woods 
recalled. “It meant so much 
for my teammates just be- 
ing there for me. They have 
so much going on with the 
football and the Super Bowl, 
and they just stayed support- 
ive and included me.” 


Woods won't get to play in 
the Super Bowl this week- 
end just a few miles from 
where he grew up. His torn 
knee ligament sidelined him 
for the season in November, 


depriving the Rams of a cor- 
nerstone element of their of- 
fense for all five seasons since 
coach Sean McVay’s arrival. 


Woods believes he has come 
to terms with the enormous 
changes in his life over the 
past three months. He will be 
able to watch Sunday’s game 
from the sideline knowing 
the Rams needed him to get 
to this stage, even if he can’t 
join them for the final act. 


Woods has racked up 4,626 
yards receiving, 485 yards 
rushing and 28 total touch- 
downs in his half-decade 
with the Rams and McVay, 
who has leaned heavily on 
Woods’ polished skills and 
athleticism in nearly every 
aspect of his offensive game 


plans. Woods and Cooper 
Kupp — a third-round pick 
in 2017, several weeks af- 
ter Woods signed with LA 
— have become one of the 
NFEs most productive and 
most professional receiving 
duos for both Jared Goff and 
Matthew Stafford. 


But Woods also plays a signif- 
icant role in the Rams’ locker 
room as a leader, a mentor 
and an on-field example of 
professionalism. With the 
USC product’s extensive ties 
to his hometown, Woods is 
among Los Angeles’ most 
popular players inside and 
outside the locker room. 


Stafford put it best when he 
said Woods “is the LA Rams.” 
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
